Short recital of the case : In tits letter dated 3rd October 
1972 , the Union demanded for revision of payscales, bonus, 
dearness allowance, uniform additional increments, extra 
service increment, a flat increase of Rs. 70 / -, gratuity , 
uniforms and canteen facilities. Immediately after a week 
almost, the Union submitted another letter dated 9th October

Subsequently , the Union vide its letter dated 1st 
November , 1972 , further demanded immediate filling up of 
posts /vacancies and granting promotions to the employees 
strictly on the basis of seniority and granting variable 
dearness allowance linked with the rise in cost of living . 
It also demanded certain other things, vide this letter which 
were a repetition of the earlier demands already covered 
above . 


b ) It is further agreed between the parties that all cate . 
gories of employees in the old basic scales of pay will be 
fitted in the above corresponding new consolidated scales of 
pay as from 1-1-1973 .

dence Manerkar says that the contents of the receipt that 
he is leaving service were not there when he signed the res 
ceipt, he merely signed the receipt of the amount, the sugges . 
tion being that these contents are added subsequently . I do 
not think it necessary to go into the question whether this 
allegation of Manerkar is correct or not, although it is diffi. 
cult to say that it is ex - facie baseless . In his evidence Maner . 
kar further suggests that he was victimised because he was 
working for the Union . 

5. The employers partner . Govinda Keshav Dhui has 
given evidence . He denies the suggestion that the receipt 
signed by the employee . Manerkar contained only the 
figures , and not the other contents . I do not think that Maner 
kar s union activity was the reason for terminating his 
services . There is nothing to show that Manerkar s union 
activities were so damaging or menancing as to induce the 
employers to terminate his services on that ground . 

6. What is important is that the employee - Manerkar 
was employed only since 5.4.1972 , hence it is but natural 
that he would be on probation . I accept the employers case 
in this respect. It is true that there were no written warn 
ings; no notice prior to the termination of Manerkar s ser 
vices was served . All the same, in the case of an employee 
on probation it is for the employers to decide whether his 
work is satisfactory or not. The employers partner 
vinda Keshav Dhuri has stated that Manerkar s work was 
not satisfactory as his behaviour toward the customers was 
not good . He is not cross - examined . After all, this is a 
matter to be decided by the employers. In the absence of 
evidence as to malafides or unfair labour practice , the em . 
ployers view as to whether an employee s work is satisfac . 
tory or not must be accepted . In the present case unfair 
labour practice is not even alleged in the notice of demand , 
nor in the statement of claim . I , therefore , hold that services 
of Dilip Shantaram Manerlar were terminated because his 
work was not found to be satisfactory , 

7. It is not disputed that Manerkar was paid Rs. 35 /- per 
month with free lodging and boarding. Even though Maner 
kar was on probation , reasonable notice should have been 
given to him before terminating his services. Such a notice 
was not given . I, therefore , direct the employers to pay 
Manerkar Rs. 100 / - as compensation for terminating his 
services without notice . While . awarding Rs. 100 /- , I have 
taken into account the fact that Manerlar s salary Rs. 35 / 
was with free lodging and boarding . This amount shall be 
paid immediately . Award accordingly . The employers have 
deposited the amount of Rs . 100 /- with the Tribunal. Ma 
nerkar - the employee concerned may receive the amount.
